It's everything Soccer Australia always 
wanted for its soccer fans. Except for NSL deputy chairman lan Knopp, who described the 
10-year contract for the television rights, worth $20 million and in its third year, as "Judas 
money" and rightly so. 


Footy Seven appears not interested in a code that surely will overtake Aussie Rules in 
popularity one day. But why should they, having pocketed the money? It's Soccer Australia, 
under its then chairman David Hill, who did the wrong deal in 1998. Mind you, fans across 
the nation are outraged. 


Here's a Sydney fan Simon Squires in the Sydney Morning Herald. "When will Australian 
commercial TV begin to take the world game seriously? Channel Seven is now showing 
the hour-long package of NSL highlights after midnight. Thank goodness for VCRs." And 
here's Wally Grzeszcak in the Adelaide Advertiser. "What an insult by Channel Seven 
towards soccer fans to show NSL highlights at midnight. Who is going to stay up that late? 


Soccer of any kind should always be shown by a TV station which really does an excellent 
job, SBS." And here's another irate Sydney fan, Alan Wilson, in the Daily Telegraph. "Why 
did Channel Seven bother to purchase the rights off Soccer Australia when they show the 
highlights package at midnight on Tuesdays? "Obviously they don't care about soccer in 
this country. We should have the chance to watch heroes like Francis Awaritefe together 
with young guys like Che Bunce perform each week at a reasonable time. 


"| can't understand Soccer Australia's stand on this and | think the game is going downhill 
fast."
